EDITORIAL 


A real potpourri this month, gang, a 
little bit of everything. 

First of all, finances. Effective February 
1, 1984, we will be increasing the general 
subscriber rate from $12.50 per year to 
$15.00 per year. The move is made with 
regret, and after a lot of discussions 
among management, but the fact re- 
mains that we are losing money on each 
and every general subscription at the 
present time. To level with you, as is 
editorial policy, it now costs us about 93¢ 
an issue to print and mail the forty-page 
version that you currently see. Add to 
that about 32¢ for salaries, computer 
usage, labels, phone, postage, whatever, 
and you are at an honest $1.25 an issue 
.... that projects to $15.00 a year.... 
and quaintly enough, that’s the exact 
price level that we are going to. . . . which 
means that we will be ‘‘breaking even”’ on 
general subscriptions. 

Secondly, on foreign subscriptions 
.... to our $1.25 an issue for domestic, 
add 46¢ per issue for overseas surface 
mail (includes Kraft envelope cost), and 
that brings us to $20.52 our cost. As of 
February 1, foreign subscriptions, sur- 
face mail will be $22.50 a year. We've had 
a lot of screams over slow overseas 
delivery by surface mailing, sometimes 
taking two and three months to get there. 
We investigated costs of air mail; the 
prices vary by the country involved. Got 
exact prices, and an average of those 
countries was a bit over $18.00 a year for 
air mail handling. If a foreign subscriber 
wishes air mail, the option is his, and the 
cost will be $40.00 a year. Both as- 
sociations have been notified, in Sep- 
tember, of our new price levels for foreign 
subscribers to be effective February 1, 
1984. 

The hard cold fact of the matter is that 
it costs us money to improve the 
magazine. We stuck our neck out, and 
took a risk, and indeed a loss, while 
upgrading the quality of the publication. 
In many ways, as you can see from the 
above, we TRY to merely break even with 
the publication, and hope for advertisers 
to keep us solvent. Fortunately, with the 
publication improvement, the advertisers 
became interested in our magazine 
again. So much for all that. 

Speaking of advertising .... any 
NBRSA or IBS affiliated club may, in 
1984, put in an advertisement for a reg- 
istered match at one half the commercial 
ad cost. Several clubs tried it in 1983, and 
reports were very favorable on the re- 
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sults. For instance, a quarter page ad, 
one time insertion rate, lists at $67.00. 
You can get a pretty good ad for your 
club’s shoot at a price of $33.50! Full 
page ad is $186.00; half that is $93.00. 
For only a few dollars more, we will 
arrange to have Don Geraci debate Jef 
Fowler on a technical matter of your 
choice at your Saturday evening cookout. 
The price will go up slightly if you want 
punches thrown, but only a bit more yet 
if you want bloodshed. The exact cost 
has not yet been determined if you want 
a fight to the death over your dumb 
technical matter. 

We have, as you might have noticed, a 
new advertiser .... Dyan-Sports Divi- 
sion, in Houston, Texas. Their ad copy 
indicates that they carry everything but 
the kitchen sink .... however, do not 
hesitate to call. They were negotiating a 
price with a local machine shop for a 
stainless steel kitchen sink, with dial 
indicators, last | heard from them. 

Let’s really hop around, for topics. If 
any of our readers were incredulous at 
the Seely Masker ‘‘holiday advertise- 
ment”’ in the December issue, to tell you 
the honest truth, Seely didn’t have 
anything to do with it. If I’m still alive to 
write the February editorial, you'll know 
that | have been forgiven... .a bit. The 
Editor gets crazy ideas like this on a 
Sunday afternoon, when he doesn't like 
the football game on t.v. 

New products? The most interesting 
one that I’ve heard about is the news that 
Jef Fowler has prevailed on Ed Shilen (by 
sitting on his chest, and pounding him 
repeatedly over the head) to make a six 
groove stainless steel match barrel ex- 
clusively for Fowler Shooters Supply. Up 
until now, all Shilen barrels have been 
eight groove. At present, available only in 
.22 and .24 caliber, 14 inch twist only, in 
a heavy varmint (.925 at 26 inches), or a 
light varmint taper (.875 at 26 inches) 
Available only in match select grade, at 
a price of $184.50. Don Geraci tells me 
that Fowler tested one on one of his own 
rifles, took it off, and put it in the safe, 
mumbling something about ‘‘saving it for 
The Nationals’’.

6PPC Case Problems 


JIM BORDEN 


Have been sitting around tonight trying 
to get caught up on measuring and 
recording record targets that my wife 
says have to be evacuated from the 
bedroom before she takes care of them 
for me. Well, not wanting the wrath of IBS 
potential record holders to be on my case 
for losing their targets — the task is 
finally finished. Then | began wading my 
way through the mail that has piled up 
during the period of measuring targets 
and doing Thermo-dynamics problems 
for the course that | took on to teach part 
time and found a letter from Dave 
Brennan that | vaguely remember reading 
about three weeks ago. The guy wants 
some information on experiences and 
opinions surrounding case tightening 
with the 6PPC. It was then that re- 
membrance of a telephone conversation 
with the little Irish gentleman arose. It 
finally struck me that | was one of the 
individuals that he was referring to when 
he said that he had sent out about 17 
inquiries on the case tightening problem 
and only 4 had been considerate enough 
to reply. Guilt has struck me deeply, and 
here | sit at the typewriter pounding away 
and stalling for time to think about the 
problem. 

Over the last three years of using the 
6PPC, | have been in and out of case 
tightening problems. There have been a 
number of items that have shown in- 
dications of causing the problem. Dave 
mentions that he has been firing a load of 
50.5 on the Culver insert while using 
H322 and seats just into or off the lands 
and that full length resizing is required 
every few firings. The full length sizing is 
required due to bolt handle closing re- 
sistance. My experience has been that 
loading for the 6PPC has to be adjusted 
for weather conditions to get the most out 
of the gun in performance. There are 
times when my guns shoot well with a

load of 51 on the Culver, and other times 
when 50.5 or 51.5 is required. In fact, | 
began the year with a load of 51.5 in my 
sporter and had no indications of high 
pressure and the gun was performing 
well. Then by the Fourth of July weekend, 
the gun was beginning to perform poorly 
and the cases were tightening up after 
every 5 to 6 firings. The primers still 
showed no signs of high pressure but 
resizing of the case body was required to 
be able to close the bolt. The load was 
reduced to 51 on the Culver and good 
performance once again returned with no 
case tightening problems until the week- 
end of September 3 and 4, 1983 at 
Painted Post. That weekend required a 
reduction of the load to 50.5 to get out 
of the problem. The only thing that | have 
been able to discern from this experience 
is that the particular setup that | have is 
on the verge of high pressure and that 
temperature causes the problem both to 
occur and go away. 

My heavy varmint rifle has also been in 
and out of the problem with the loads on 
that rifle varying from 51.5 to 52.5 on the 
Culver using H322. Considerable thought 
on the subject has led me to believe that 
the Sako brass is softer than American 
brass and apparently has a lower yield 
point. That is the only way that | can 
justify in my own mind why case tight- 
ening would occur prior to any signs of 
high pressure showing on the primers. 
Since | do not have a Rockwell tester 
handy, the theory cannot be verified. 

However, probing my memory, | can 
remember a similar problem happening 
with one of my 270 Winchesters. | had 
used both W/W and Rem cases in the rifle 
with a load of 46.5 grains of IMR 4064 
behind 130 grain bullets without any 
problems. Then some foreign brass was 
purchased because the guys at work 
raved about it. Then my problems began. 
Previous to that point in time, neck sizing

only had been used for the cases fired in 
this rifle and tight closure of the bolt had 
never been experienced. The foreign 
brass tightened considerably after the 
first firing and full length sizing was re- 
quired about 2 to 3 firings to enable easy 
closure of the bolt. Again in this instance, 
no signs of high pressure appeared on 
the primers. So the cases were miked 
after full length resizing and after firing, 
and head expansions of 0.0015 to 0.002 
inch were measured, which is an in- 
dication that the yield strength of the 
brass was being surpassed. 

Now comes the question that all of us 
are leaning on — ‘‘Is this so bad?’’. Well, 
considering that the Sako brass is the 
most consistent cartridges that we are 
able to find, | am one that will be pleased 
to continue using the Sako brass in a 
6PPC and full length resize after each 
weekend if need be, as long as the guns 
continue to shoot in the manner that they 
do. | would also believe that it is 
worthwhile for us to continue to ex- 
periment with other brass and cartridges 
and even work to develop an American 
source of good brass. 

Veering off this subject a little bit — the 
October issue just arrived, and it is bulkier 
than. ever with the new format being at 
forty pages. It actually takes more than 
an evening to read the magazine, and the 
quality of material is very good. | enjoyed 
reading the articles on the 40X versus the 
custom action. However, | feel | must 
have been accomplishing some sort of 
unheard of feat to shoot a sleeved 722 
with any degree of accuracy. That rifle 
has fired many aggregate less than .2400 
MOA at 100 as well as 200 yards, and in 
fact, has recorded one 100 yard range 
measured aggregate at .1580 MOA. 
Looking at this and the results that Don 
Geraci and Allie Euber have had with 
sleeved actions casts a bit of a shadow 
on the worth of a custom action in the 
area of accuracy potential. Admittedly, 
there are many things going for a custom 
action including items such as: (1) longer 
life; (2) less work to make shoot; (3) better 
looking; (4) increased rigidity; and (5) 
tighter bolt fit and others. | just want to 
make the point that if an individual can’ 
acquire a Remington action for a rea- 
sonable price or better yet has one in the 
gun cabinet already — a competitive rifle 
can be made on the action — so any of 
you out there that are ready to throw 
away your 40X actions, just throw them 
my way, please!

Dear Dave, 

You seem to be shooting about the 
same load that | am. | shoot around 28.0 
grains of H322, with the bullet just kissing 
the lands, Federal 205 primers, and a 
.264 neck. 

| had one chamber with a .262 neck, 
and | was dissatisfied with it... . never 
could get it to shoot. Finally had it opened 
up to .264, and it was much better. 

| try to turn my cases so that a loaded 
round will measure between .2625 and 
.2630. This will give me .001 to .0015 
clearance in the neck area of the 
chamber. | have NEVER full length sized 
a PPC case, and! have no difficulty in bolt 
handle operation. | have used just 25 
cases in my heavy varmint rifle for three 
years now. | have no record how many 
times they have been fired, but due to 
split necks etc. | am now down to the 
point where | have 12 of the original 25 
left. Those 12 continue to shoot fine, and 
fill my needs very well at present. 

| feel that if the neck is tight in the 
chamber, and is what is causing difficulty 
in putting the bolt handle down, you most 
certainly are going to have up and down 
variation on your target. 

My theory on the subject is that with a 
tight neck, there is more of a chance of 
putting pressure on the neck, if the brass 
isn’t turned perfectly. Not being a me- 
chanic or machinist by trade, | do not feel 
confident in getting my brass that close. 

The overall length, if a case was overly 
long, would cause a problem for sure. | 
have always trimmed mine a tenth 
shorter than called for; | than re-trim them 
at the end of every shooting season, with 
no problems of over-length. 

As you say, some shooters seem to 
have problems with a hard closing bolt, 
and others do not. Some shooters resize 
after every firing. | shot next to a fellow 
at The Supershoot this year who resized 
after every relay. And he sure shot well. 
Except for a ‘‘slam fire’, he certainly 
would have ended up in the top ten. 

There are many variables to look at in 
a hard closing bolt. These include: tight 
neck, heavy load, bullets seated out too 
far, soft brass, and over-length case. 

The tight neck shooter could have a 
problem with over-size bullets. 

To successfully shoot a tight-neck rig, 
the bullet has to be right on the money for 
size, or they will be too tight in the neck. 
And there will be high pressure, and stray 
shots. 

P.S. | will try not to let the team down 
in '84, but | still feel that ‘‘wood is STILL 
wonderful’!

6PPC CASE PROBLEMS

Hello Dave, 

Sorry I’ve not answered before now, 
but I’ve been very busy at work. | hope 
| can be of some help, but your problem 
seems to be a common one in the PPC. 

Question #1. | don’t usually resize 
my 6PPC. My cases seem to function well 
with little pressure in closing the bolt. | 
use the same load as you list, except a 
69.8 grain bullet. My velocity is usually 
between 3200-3250. Most of the 
shooters I’ve talked to do resize every so 
often. If my bolt becomes uncomfortable 
to close, then | will resize. What are the 
possible causes of this problem: 

(1) Hot loads causing some stretch; 

(2) Lugs uneven (not your problem 
now); 

(3) Backs of cases out of square; 

(4) Face of bolt out of square; 


(5) Cases too long - case crimping on 
bullet; 

(6) Overall length so long that bullet is 
pushed back into case over .030; or 

(7) Lack of strength in hands due to 
desk job. 

Question #2. If your cases are ex- 
cessively too long, then you will have 
problems closing the bolt. Trimming to 
1.485 should be plenty short to solve this 
problem. | feel the more you full length 
resize, then the more your cases are 
going to grow in length. Just watch that 
case length closely. | believe that if your 
bolt is real hard to close, then something 
has to be in a stress (cases - action - bolt, 
etc.). Besides, it disturbs your sandbags 
if you have to fight to get your bolt closed. 

Question #3. You can’t make a 
judgement by what you see at a match. 
The smooth closing of the bolt may be 
because of (1) new cases or almost new 
cases; (2) just full length resized; (3) very 
light loads; or (4) it just works that way. 

Keep up the good work.

Dear Dave, 

The following are my thoughts on the 
subject of hard to open and close bolts. 
Everything except the pressure figures 
are opinions that | have formed from my 
own experience, and from having dis- 
cussed this problem with other know- 
ledgeable shooters. The pressure figures 
are not exact, but have been given to me 
by two different people in the powder 
business, and are reasonable estimates. 

#1) Your statement of your load (27.5 
grains H322) as being ‘‘neither very hot 
nor very mild’’ can be a very misleading 
statement. In one set of conditions it 
could be a mild load; in another, it could 
be a hot-hot load. If 27.5 grains of H322 
of a fast lot, in a tight neck chamber, that 
was overly tight with your cases, in an 
undersized barrel, with an oversized 
bullet, seated hard into the lands... . all 
of those factors, or a combination of just 
some of them, and you could find yourself 
looking to catch the primer in your hands, 
after you beat the bolt handle open. Our 
so-called ‘‘mild loads’ in the benchrest 
game are, as a rule, in the upper 50,000 
P.S.l. range, and sometimes in the low 
60,000 P.S.I. area. | have been told that 
some of our loads appear to be in the 
upper 60,000 P.S.I. range. With this kind 
of pressure, it is no wonder that we are 
looking at case extraction problems and 
boit closing problems. 

It is my belief that Sako PPC cases, 
although very uniform, are not as strong 
as some of our U.S. cases, and as aresult 
of the pressure ranges that we work in, 
will always give a problem in being hard 
to open and close bolts on. | am SURE 
that accuracy will suffer if cases are not 
full-length resized, and everyone 
shooting this case has this problem or will 
have it at some time or another, de- 
pending on some or all of the previously 
mentioned conditions. There are some 
shooters today who will have the brass 
in such bad shape (loose primer pockets, 
etc.) that they will throw the brass away

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after being used to fire one grand agg. 

As to ‘‘what is happening’, it is my 
thought that under the amount of pres- 
sure caused by firing that the short, fat 
case is subjected to, it grows in length 
from the base to the shoulder, and also 
in diameter at the web portion of the case. 
As an experiment, fire form a case, and 
then mike it at the web and record your 
reading. Fire it again, and mike it again, 
and again record your readings. Repeat 
this procedure until you get five sets of 
readings. You might be surprised at the 
difference between reading No. 1 and 
reading No. 5! 

#2.) On the subject of overall case 
length, | guess that | operate a little 
differently than most shooters, and this 
goes for the .222, the PPC, or whatever. 
| dislike the chore of preparing cases, and 
being more than a bit lazy, | initially trim 
my cases shorter than most, and sort of 
forget about them after that. As you point 
out, some grow more than others .... 
this can be related to differences in the 
brass itself, or to conditions related to 
pressure that we touched on earlier. | 
would question if any of us would allow 
the necks of our cases to get to a length 
that it would affect closing the bolt. | do 
believe that overall lengthening of the 
case from shoulder to base is a big 
contributing factor in the subject of bolt 
operation. This dimension, plus case 
diameter is, in my opinion, the cause of 
hard to open and close bolts. It goes 
without saying that the action and bolt 
locking lugs should be kept clean and 
greased. | also think that some actions 
open and close easier and overall 
function better than others. In my own 
mind | am convinced that a hard to close 
bolt is detrimental to accuracy. 

| size my PPC cases every time that | 
load them. At one time | would not shoot

a PPC because it would open and close 
so hard. | do not like carrying a press 
around to full length size brass on. Larry 
Kuse of Overland Park, Kansas made me 
a hammer-in die with a floating button to 
size the neck, and the die body to a 
minimum size .... So everytime | ham- 
mer the case in to neck-size, | am 
touching the case on the shoulder as well 
as touching the diameter of the case in 
the area of the web. This type of die is 
not a full length sizing die, but if used with 
brass from the first firing, it keeps the 
brass to dimensions that allow the bolt to 
be opened and closed with little effort. It

has made the PPC cartridge a pleasure 
to shoot. 

There are many reasons why bolts 
open and close hard, and we have 
touched on most of them above. | don’t 
think that CONSISTENTLY good groups 
can be fired from a gun that has to have 
the bolt hammered open or closed. My 
idea of a properly operating bolt is one 
that closes with little or no effort, and 
opens with the first finger and thumb, and 
maybe just the first finger to flick it open. 
At no time should the opening or closing 
process disturb the gun on the rests.

Dear Dave, 

| will try to answer your questions 
about the 6PPC case, and some of the 
problems that shooters have with it. 

First, what we call a normal load in this 
case is usually a lot hotter than is used 
in most rifle cases that we use for other 
purposes. We do this because we have 
found that the 6PPC shoots better in our 
target rifles when they are loaded to 
these pressures, or at least most of us 
believe that they do. When we work at 
this pressure level, any case, no matter 
what it is, from a .22 Hornet to a .458 
Winchester, will start showing the same 
problems. 

It doesn’t take too much pounding on 
the brass, when high pressures of these 
levels are used, until it will become more 
or less dead, as it loses its spring back. 
Then we have no choice but to full length 
resize. 

When a case is stretched to its limits, 
and the rifle is not put together perfectly 
square .... with the bolt face out a 
thousandths or two, and the case on the 
next firing doesn’t go back in the chamber 
in exactly the same way in which it was 
formed .... the tightness will be mag- 
nified. P 

This also causes the case to grow in 
length more rapidly than when a milder 
load is used. 

| do believe that a rifle will shoot better 
when the bolt handle will open and close

easily, because even a perfectly as- 
sembled rifle will have different stresses 
set up if the cases are extremely tight. | 
want my own rifle to work easily, and the 
bolt not tight, even if it means resizing 
every time. The brass won't last very 
long, but we have to pay the price for 
whatever we do. 

A case with the mouth touching the end 
of the chamber will also make the handle 
hard to close, and pressures to rise er- 
ratically, but | suspect that this one is rare 
with the PPC case. Most reamers are 
made with the neck several thousandths 
longer than what is listed for maximum 
length. A shooter can make a cast of his 
chamber, or have his gunsmith run the 
reamer that the rifle was chambered with 
into a piece of barrel, and face it off to the 
exact max length of the neck; then you 
can stick one of your cases in this stub 
and tell instantly where you stand. 

All rifles being different, the same load 
and bullet will not react the same in all of 
them. One rifle will open and close easily, 
while the next will be hard to open and the 
cases sticky. For some unknown reason, 
one will show more pressure than the 
other, sO we can’t say that ‘Il don’t 
understand why my rifle is tight and Joe’s 
isn’t; we are using the same powder 
measure, and loading out of the same box 
of bullets.”’. 

Hope this sheds some light on the 
subject. If you think that the PPC is bad, 
come down here sometime, and we will 
shoot some prairie dogs with my .220 
Swift loaded up all the way, and you will 
then see what some tight cases really 
are!

Letter To

Dear Dave: 

| would like to clear up my views on the 
subject of boat tails vs. flat base bullets 
at 300 yards. Since the article that | 
wrote, ‘‘The Bullet in Flight’, appeared in 
the September issue of Precision 
Shooting, some shooters got the im- 
pression that | said the flat base bullets 
shot better at 300 yards. | first noticed the 
difference in the test and now looked 
through my files of 300 yard targets and 
it is true that the flat based bullets were 
better stabilized in flight (point in the 
center of the bullet hole) than the boat 
tails. However, | found many good groups 
with both bullets when conditions were 
good and bad ones when conditions were 
bad. In the past, | had mostly preferred 
to use the boat tails at 300 yards. Most 
of my guns shot the flat base best at 100 
yards. At 200 yards, the 6PPC would 
shoot either one well when conditions 
were right, but the 6BR favored the flat 
base. Other shooters may get different 
results. There were too many records set 
by other shooters using boat tails for me 
to contradict them. 

| shot at Mainville October 2 at a 300 
yard hunter and varmint-for-score shoot. 
In the first three targets with my light 
varmint gun, | used flat based bullets, and 
| used boat tails on the next three. The 
scoring was about equal but | got the 
exact same results. The flat based bullets 
had the points in the center of the hole 
and boat tails were off center. | even 
found a few that were off center with the 
168 grain Sierra boat tails that | shot in 
the hunter gun. It may be something in my 
loads. | don’t know the answers. 

It is true that the boat tails will have 
better remaining velocity at long, long 
range (less drag). The vacuum created at 
the base of the flat base will slow it down 
faster. But if the flat based has better 
stability in flight, will this offset the loss 
of velocity? Mike Walker has stated 
several times in his writings that the bullet 
that is best stabilized in flight will be least 
affected by the wind. There is no magical 
answer to beating the wind at long range. 
That is up to the ability of the shooter and 
the confidence he has in himself, his load, 
and his equipment. 

P.S. | noticed on the back page of the 
same Precision Shooting issue of Sep- 
tember, 1983 that an NBRSA 300 yard 
5-shot unlimited record was broken 
(.1801 agg) by Lee Andrews using 68 
grain Euber flat base bullets.

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Letter To The Editor 


Dear Dave, 

Practically ever since | started shooting 
a 6PPC, I’ve had trouble with soft brass 
and full length sizer dies. The dies I’ve had 
either size excessively, or not enough, or 
too much in one place and not enough in 
another place, or vice versa. All of them 
worked the devil out of the neck, even one 
that | got specially made by Huntington 
that was to be made up to match my fired 
cases. 

| finally decided to treat myself to the 
luxury of a case-sizer reamer so | could 
make my own full length sizers. | con- 
tacted Hugh Henriksen for the project, 
and related that since | needed a new 
6PPC finish reamer anyway, would he 
kindly make up the die reamer to be .001 
smaller in body dimensions, and the neck 
diameter to be .261. 

A couple of weeks later, the U.P.S. 
delivery man dropped off a parcel from 
Hugh Henriksen, and about three hours 
after delivery, | had my first die made up. 

Next was a test run. | selected several 
cases from each of my rifles that had 
been causing hard bolt closing and sticky 
extraction. The die and cases were 
carefully cleaned, and lightly lubed. 

After about an hour of sizing and 
checking the cases in my rifles, | was at 
last satisfied. The cases chambered 
easily, and the cases had not been 
disturbed ....1.E., fitted necks had not 
been changed, and those that had pre- 
viously been sized with a .260 bushing 
remained the same. 

| decided to size all of my heavy varmint 
cases, and pre-load for the Dunham's 
Bay Memorial Shoot (pre-loading made a 
lot of sense, because | wanted to fire the 
hunter class also). | came in third at the 
Bay, with about 37 darn good shooters 
for competition, and was quite pleased 
with the way that the cases worked. 

I've decided to continue testing, and 
shoot a few more matches with cases 
sized after every firing with this die. | 
doubt very much that the die will cause 
any brass fatigue, and it is a pleasure to 
feel the bolt close the same, and easily, 
on each case. 

| personally feel that the best way of 
testing your sized cases in your rifle is 
with the striker assembly removed from 
the bolt. That’s the only way that you will 
get an exact feel, and know if a case is 
offering resistance to bolt closing. 

Proper adjustment of the die in the 
press is very important. First, screw the 
die down tight against the shell-holder, 
and then back off a quarter turn. Size a 
case, and try it in your rifle. If the bolt still 
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closes hard, screw the die in a bit more, 
and repeat the process. You may have to 
have the die touching the shell-holder, 
plus approximately an eighth turn more, 
putting a little ‘‘spring’’ in the press, 
before your bolt will close easily on your 
cases.

H322 Powder 


Your editor recently wrote a letter to 
Hodgon Powder Company, to inquire 
about difference in H322 burning rates 
between the gray and the black versions. 
Over the past year of shooting, I’ve heard 
shooters theorize that the black version 
was: (1) Much faster (burning); (2) faster; 
(3) about the same; (4) slower; and (5) 
much slower. Finally decided to ask 
somebody who ought to know, and made 
the inquiry. I’ve received the below reply, 
which might be of some interest to our 
readers. 


“Dear Mr. Brennan: 

The gray H322 is made by DuPont. Just 
how gray or black it is, depends upon the 
amount of graphite added to the powder 
during blending. The natural color of 
powder without graphite is a sort of 
amber. The purpose of graphite is to 
facilitate flow in measuring devices, and 
to reduce static electricity. Graphite has 
no effect on burning rate. 

The H322 we get from Scotland usually 
is nearer black than the DuPont.

The Evolution of the Benchrest Rifle 


The editor has constantly related, in 
conversations and in print, that it is 
desirable that we recognize that the past 
history of our relatively young sport is 
slipping through our grasp, as many who 
were active in the early days have already 
left ‘‘for quieter ranges’’ (to use Warren 
Page's admirable phrase), and if we do 
not get some of the history into print... . 
or at least safely put somewhere... . we 
are in danger of losing it forever. 

The editor has spent a good portion of 
the past year wandering about the 
Eastern landscape, looking for early 
benchrest history. In his ramblings and 
travels, there have been a helpful few 
.... the late Bob Bump, of Fort Plain, 
New York, a few miles from Johnstown, 
was a singular individual who had a 
similar desire to accumulate and preserve 
early artifacts. Although Harvey Donald- 
son is gone, Frank Hubbard, his asso- 
ciate, remains as active as ever, and 
some of his contributions have been 
much appreciated. As | write this, | have 
been in touch with the widow of another 
of the early day benchrest shooters, and 
she tells me that her late husband left 
‘boxes of papers’’ of the early days, and 
hopefully, we will put our hands on more 
of the history of our past through this 
individual shortly. 

Your editor has a project in mind for 
1984, to start a history of the evolution 
of benchrest equipment, from 1947 to the 
present day. It will not be, per se, ahistory 
of benchrest shooting, but rather of 
equipment. Naturally, we will have to get 
into ‘‘people history’? to accompany the 
equipment evolution, but the equipment 
evolution, to the present day, will be our 
main theme. 

Now, having made the statement that 
the series is intended to be mainly a study 
of the evolution of our sport’s equipment, 
and not people, and certainly not the 
organizations .... the editor will now 
fling down to the ground and dance upon 
his own self-imposed rule. It will take this 
article to get to the 1947 Johnstown 
scene, and herein we will deal primarily

with an unheralded, unhonored, unwept 
and unsung PLACE .... because land- 
mark articles should always start off with 
something important, and then pre- 
sumably go downhill from there. Bench- 
rest shooting, while it had it’s OR- 
GANIZATIONAL birth with the Labor Day 
shoot at Johnstown, New York in 1947, 
actually had a club that put on three 
benchrest shoots a year, from the early 
1930's well into the late 1940’s. Some of 
the old timers will probably say to that 

. “boy, Harvey (Donaldson) would 
scream bloody blue murder at that 
statement’’. Maybe so, but he was at 
many of them .... SO was Harry Pope. 
The place? the Lisbon Schuetzen Verein, 
in Taftville, Connecticut. They held an 
offhand match, AND A BENCHREST

MATCH, on Memorial Day, the 4th of 
July, and Labor Day for at least 15 years. 
There’s a photo accompanying this ar- 
ticle, taken by George Bodo, an NBRSA 
life member. It is dated July 4, 1936, and 
it shows Harry Pope, walking behind the 
match firing line at Taftville, and the 
shooter in the background is sure as heck 
BENCHREST SHOOTING. The date, | 
repeat sir, is July 4, 1936, and it ain't just 
a casual guy shooting... .itwasamatch 
important enough to bring Harry Pope up 
from Jersey City, New Jersey, to watch 
it. ...as he frequently came up to watch 
with Lisbon (Taftville) matches. 

Okay, you want to say the editor is 
crazy; how come the place never got 
mentioned before by the founding fath- 
ers. Oh, they did, they did... . they did! 


PRECISION SHOOTING — JANUARY, 1984 


A landmark publication in the field of 
benchrest literature (admittedly not 
overflowing) was the article by Sam 
Clark, Jr. on the ‘‘new’’ wonder cartridge, 
the .219 Donaldson Wasp, that appeared 
in the February, 1947 issue of The 
American Rifleman. |t was an extremely 
well-written four page article that loudly 
(and pretty much correctly) sung the 
praises of the Wasp. There was a little 
blurb by the A. R. staff about the cre- 
dentials of the author (said credentials 
being excellent), and may | quote from 
that brief biography, which is on page 24 
of the February, 1947 issue (seven 
months before Harvey Donaldson was to 
“start” benchrest shooting at Johnstown 
in September, 1947 .... ). ‘“‘Again, on 
July 4, 1946, Clark attended the REST 
and offhand matches held at Lisbon, 
Connecticut. He entered the rest and 


offhand matches, and won them easily. In 


winning the rest match he made twelve 
three-shot possibles on the 50 meter 
International target at 100 yards. The 
rest match has never been won before 
with more than one possible.’ End of 
quote. The prestigious American Rifle- 
man magazine DOES make it sound as if 
REST matches have been held there for 
a while, doesn’t it? 

Let’s drag out a bit more. Perhaps the 
1949 issue of The Ultimate In Rifle 
Precision, and specifically on page No. 2, 
in an article entitled ‘‘The Benchrest 
Shooters Association; History and 
Aims’’, by one Harvey A. Donaldson. To 
quote Harvey, who was talking about the 
events leading up to the Labor Day match 
at Johnstown in 1947: ‘‘During the 
summer of 1947 the same shooters who 
had attended the Machias (New York) 
(informal match put on by W. Jennings 
Prescott) match attended the annual 
shoot held at Taftville, Connecticut, near 
Lisbon. Here we were joined by Ray 
Biehler of Rochester, New York, Sam 
Clark, Jr. from Maine, and Vaughn Cail of 
New Haven, Connecticut.’’ Harvey goes 
on to say that “‘his group”’ did very well

Van Nostrand. Yes, he agrees, the REST 
MATCH at Lisbon, probably the July 4th 
match was indeed inspirational to them, 
as well as was the large amount of 
German beer consumed that day. 

Same publication, an article by Sam 
Clark, Jr. entitled ‘‘The Technique of 
Benchrest Shooting’, page #23... ‘‘At 
the rest matches of a club where | have 
been a regular attendant for some years 
....’’ and Sam goes on to relate how his 
wife won the rest match with his .219 
Wasp ‘‘as | tried to produce a passable 
score at the offhand match nearby.”’ An 
interesting story, fairly well Known, and 
vouched for by George Bodo of Moosup, 
Connecticut (as I've said, an NBRSA life 
member), who was there at Lisbon at the 
time. 

The three-times-a-year rest and 
Schuetzen matches at Lisbon attracted 
many of the best Schuetzen and rest 
shooters for many years. Here Harvey 
Donaldson, Harry Pope, John Kaufman, 
and many others made regular trips, for 
the shooting quality there was of a high 
order.

While it has never appeared in print (to 
my knowledge) before, for somewhere in 
the vicinity of at least a score of years, 
the Lisbon Schuetzen Verein kept rest 
shooting alive in the East. The range is 
still there today, and wonder of wonders, 
the covered ‘‘shooting house’ which 
sheltered the shooters from the elements 
still stands today at a club that was 
holding extremely large Schuetzen 
matches at the turn of the century, and 
whose firing line was often walked by 
Harry Pope and his contemporaries. If 
you go to Lisbon today, ask any of the 
locals where the ‘‘old shooting club”’ is; 
it's over on Clubhouse Road. The 
covered range house still stands, as does 
the old clubhouse, now mainly a social 
club .... but over the bar is an old oil 
painting of that same covered range 
house, with pennants and decorations, 
and there are scores of people there, 
watching a Schuetzen match. The 
painting is dated 1902. 

The editor will pass briefly over the 
history of the benchrest sport in the 
Northwest, simply because it is so darn 
far away from him that he cannot con- 
veniently get into his car, and go out and 
interview the remaining old timers, and 
get the Northwest story first hand, as he 
would like to, ‘‘The ‘‘Puget Sound 
Snipers Congress’, which was undeni- 
ably a benchrest match, started in 1944, 
and 37 shooters turned up for the first 


match, which is a reasonable turnout for 
a local match even today. The match 
became an annual thing, and the history 
of each year’s match is related by the late 
L. R. Wallack in his difficult-to-find book, 
Modern Accuracy. The papers of the late 
Dr. Rod Janson are known to exist and 
be in the hands of NBRSA shooters in the 
Northwest, and it is to be hoped that 
some day a scholarly type will choose to 
put them in order, and their area history 
will be better preserved. 

So much for background. In the next 
issue, we will move on to the epochal 
Labor Day match of Johnstown, 1947. 
We will deal with who was there, their 
hometown, their equipment, and their 
scores. The original records of that 
match are in the possession of the editor, 
courtesy of Frank Hubbard. | regret that, 
in our first article, we have strayed a bit 
from the subject of equipment, and dealt 
more with history. I'll make it up to you 
yet; promise! Just thought that we would 
tell you a few things about early bench- 
rest history that | doubt that you knew 
before. In the 1949 issue of The Ultimate, 
Lisbon is certainly mentioned... . by the 
1954 issue, it was completely forgotten. 
It shouldn't have been; it ‘‘kept the faith”’ 
in the Northeast for years. And was then 
conveniently forgotten by some who 
owed the Little range better .... cer- 
tainly they owed Lisbon it’s modest and 
deserved place in our history.

| noted in the October issue of Preci- 
sion Shooting the IBS Winter Meeting will 
once again address the question of front 
sandbags. 

Quite frankly, | don’t ever recall being 
afraid of ‘‘getting beat’ by someone’s 
sandbag. But, with the item on the 
agenda for the meeting, there are ap- 
parently some shooters out there who 
harbor this fear. 

Several shooters have pointed their 
fingers at the front rest top and the 
sandbags we manufacture and cried, 
“Foul!” | frankly don’t understand why. 
The sandbag/rest top combination we 
manufacture and offer our customers 
does NOT ‘return: to battery.” In fact, 
I've NEVER seen a front sandbag/rest 
top combination that would return to 
battery, so what's all the current beef 
about? Those whose complaints led to 
the agenda item perhaps have stock in 
Basil Tuller’s company, thus not wanting 
another manufacturer to produce sand- 
bags. 

| didn’t hear an outcry when scope 
powers went from 20X to 36X. The higher 
powered telescopes were termed an 
improvement. Why, then, can’t we im- 
prove our rests — so long as they don’t 
return to battery? 

All of us could go sorting through the 
rule books looking for ways to curb the 
shooters who are OUTSHOOTING us. 
But the plain and simple fact is that we’re 
beat by a shooter — NOT by his or her 
equipment. In more cases than a lot of us 
would like — or have the courage — to 
admit, it’s the shooter sitting behind our 
own rifle that beats us. 

Practice will improve our scores — not 
rule changes.

Dear Dave: 

Judging by the number of telephone 
calls we've received, the series of 
comments on the Remington actions ina 
recent issue of Precision Shooting by a 
variety of gunsmiths have been widely 
read. Unfortunatley, these comments 
have seemingly caused no small amount 
of confusion on the part of some of the 
readers. 

While it is true that the receiver is the 
“‘heart’’ of an accurate rifle, there is ab- 
solutely no reason to feel that a rifle with 
a custom action will shoot better than a 
rifle with a Remington action. This, of 
course, assumes that the Remington 
action is properly prepared. The Rem- 
ington action, properly prepared, is fully 
the equal — in terms of the accuracy 
potential of the completed rifle — of the 
custom action. 

For the shooter who does not pre- 
sently have an action around which to 
build his new rifle, we feel that the 
custom action is the most ‘‘cost effec- 
tive’ alternative. Likewise, the shooter 
who feels that he can buy a 40XB-BR now 
and use that receiver as a ‘‘frame’’ to 
which he can add custom parts (barrel, 
fiberglass stock, trigger) is going to find 
himself spending a great deal more than 
he should for the rifle in its eventual (and 
sought after) form. Here again, the man 
would actually spend less by starting with 
a custom action. 

But the shooter who already owns a 
Remington action and wants to build a 
competitive benchrest rifle has NO NEED 
to feel compelled to get rid of that action 
and buy himself a custom action. If the 
action is a 40X single shot, it needs only 
a stock, barrel, and trigger to become a 
competitive bench gun. The Remington 
700 action, the Remington 600, and, to

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an extent, the Remington XP-100 would 
require sleeving and a bolt alteration (if 
the rifle is going to be a PPC). 

It all boils down to what is most cost 
effective for the individual customer. 
Going out and paying, say, $350 for a 40X 
action with a questionable trigger isn’t, in 
our opinion, a very good idea when you 
compare the cost to that of a custom 
action. But, on the other hand, if the 
customer ALREADY owns that 40X ac- 
tion, why not use it? The accuracy 
potential of the rifle will be equal to that 
of a rifle using the same components 
around a custom action. 

The feedback we’re getting from the 
articles is that some of the readers feel 
they will be automatically ‘‘under- 
gunned’ if they use a Remington action. 
That is certainly NOT the case! What the 
customer should concern himself with is 
the total cost of the completed rifle, both 
what the rifle will cost him now and what 
it will be worth should he decide to sell it 
at a later date. If the Remington action 
turns out to be the most cost effective 
choice, he should, by all means, use it.

I've been reading your fine articles in 
P.S. and you seem to know what you are 
talking about when it comes to subjects 
that | am interested in .... single shot 
rifles, benchrest shooting (Harvey Miller 
was my mentor), precision chambers and 
barrel work, and anything else that you 
can think of to make a firearm more 
accurate, including single shots, pistols, 
or whatever. 

| do all my own metal work, and also 
build complete classic style rifles stocked 
with either wood or fiberglass. | have 
done a few hunter class and benchrest 
rifles for the fellows in this area, and while 
they have not been shooting this type of 
competition very long, they are doing 
pretty well with them. 

My personal favorites are still the 
single shots .... Rugers, Hiwalls, 
Martinis, and a few Borchardts. Cham- 
berings run from .17 Ackley Bee, .219 
Donaldson Wasp, .225 Winchester, and 
any other good rimmed case. | have also 
done a few Sako L-461's in .17 Javelina. 

Most of my reamers are old Francis or 
Henriksen, and a few Clymers (which do 
a good job for me) for the once ina while 
chamberings. 

| use the same chambering technique 
as Brackney, Pat McMillan, Bill Atkinson, 
etc.; thread between centers and use the 
steady rest on the threads (very carefully) 
to chamber .... that way it is straight. 

Okay, after all that rambling, | guess | 
had better get to the reason for this letter.

Since about 1959, | have been very 
interested in the .17 calibers, and have 
built at least 25 since that time, for myself 
and whomever else might want one. My 
first one was a .17 Ackley Bee, using an 
experimental 8 groove barrel chambered 
by the Ackley Gun Company. It shot fairly 
decently in those days, using bullets 
available at the time by Walker Machine, 
Sisk, Barnes, and S.A.S., using 4227 and 
4198 powders. 

Since those early days, | have learned 
a lot about the .17 calibers. Today we 
have much better bullets, although the 
Walkers shot very well. | still have a few 
hundred of them left, but use mostly 
Remington and Hornaday these days. | 
have had very good results using Re- 
loader 7; very clean burning and accurate 
in the Bee. Then | had a ‘‘let’s see how 
this one works” idea about H322, and 
boy, does it! Out of a twenty inch Douglas 
straight taper barrel, .750 at muzzle, with 
a1in10 twist, ona Greener Martini Cadet 
action, we are getting 3550 f.p.s., and 
half-inch groups! This with 14.5 grains of 
H322 (half-way up the neck, just like the 
PPC), and the 25 grain Remington seated 
just touching the lands, and Remington 
7% primers to eliminate biscuit cutting 
(due to quick pressure rise in this case). 
Easy extraction, and no signs of excess 
pressure. 

The problem WE have (sounds like you, 
huh?) is excessive case expansion at the 
pressure ring on the base of the case. 

| have been using W-W brass for over

20 years (Remington brass is hard to find 
in this caliber). The unfired brass mea- 
sures .343, and although my Henriksen 
reamer is .347, the chamber specs call for 
.350. | still get an unsightly bulge at the 
base of the case. Something | will not 
tolerate is an oversize chamber, for 
myself or my customers! But in this case 
| think that it is probably those lousy 
SAAMI specs, and poor, weak brass, 
which was only designed for 30,000 p.s.i. 

| like the .17 Ackley Bee case, because 
it seems to have the ideal case capacity 
for this bore, and the cases are easy to 
make, no neck reaming, just two necking 
operations and fireforming. But | am 
getting tired of the expansion problem. 

| have sectioned a few cases, and the 
web is very thin. The rimmed Javelina 
would be the next choice, but the brass 
is too expensive from Epps, and cases 
are a pain to form for most shooters 
wanting this caliber. 

It seems to me that you wrote about 
this problem in P.S. about a different 
case, and | am assuming that it is just 
something the precision gunsmith has to 
put up with. But, confound it, why do we 
have to put up with it?? 

If you have any thoughts on this 
subject, sure would like to hear from you!

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Dear Dick, 

Thank you for the kind words on my 
literary efforts. Actually what you see in 
printis....ah....atrifle different from 
the way it goes out of here; the fact that 
it is readable is due a great deal to Dave’s 
secretary, Kathie, who seems to have 
had a very good comprehension of exotic 
things such as punctuation and spelling, 
where | occasionally .... stray. 

The thing that | like most about the 
Keith Francis old reamers, and Hen- 
riksen’s ones of today .. .. put the pilot 
on the reamer, clean out the centers, put 
the works between centers on your lathe. 
Now, with a dial indicator contacting the 
top of the pilot, press up on the bushing. 
How much movement do you get? If you 
have setitupright....andlusea.00005 
B&S indicator (that is the correct 
dimension), there is darn little movement! 

Henriksen recently ground up some 
hardened rods for use here; .001 un- 
dersize in relation to the bore, the end fits 
the pilot. | now select the pilot that fits 
very close, with a coating of Molebdenum 
Disulfide lube on it, no more coming down 
.0003. This is a close. PUSH fit in quality 
barrels. | slide these in the barrel a full five 
inches; and chuck the muzzle also. 

Older pilot bushings are usable with 
this system, as some of the older pilots 
are not true in wall thickness .... and 
some of the present makers are pretty 
sloppy. I’ve seen .0005, and more, 
variation by some makers. Try them with 
your ball mike. 

When reaming, of course, you use 
plenty of cutting lube. One pass with the 
moly seems to be plenty. 

Recently received a copy of the 
S.A.A.M.I. cartridge and chamber 
drawings. Went looking for the .218 Bee. 
The chamber, at the head calls for .3502, 
at .200 it shows .3475. The case calls for 


.3491, and .3465 at .200. Our reamer 
makers normally make the tools to this 
size, plus .001 so the reamer could be 
stoned when worn. 

Okay, where we run into trouble is here 
.... the factories are set up to make a 
cartridge that fits into an existing factory 
chamber, and which fires without blowing 
the head off the case. The fact that we 
are able to salvage that case, and get 
from three to twenty or more reloads out 
of it... . the factory regards as a FREE 
GIFT to us. 

Lots of the problems that we have are 
due to training. | recently acquired some 
rectangular blocks; let’s call them #1, 
#2, and #3. Block #1 is 1.000”, #2 is 
2.000”, and #3 is 3.000 inch. Brought 
them proudly home, and set them up on 
the surface plate. Rigged my handy 
dandy dial indicator to a height gauge, 
and set up the 1.000 ‘block for ex- 
amination. Sure enough, it was 1.0002. 
Ditto with the second and third blocks. 

In case you were not aware of it, there 
appears to be a basic rule among ma- 
chinists .... use all the allowed toler- 
ance. If that block had been exactly 
1.000, the grinder would have been told 
.... ‘you are ‘over manufacturing’ that 
item .... we are in business to make 
money .... not the perfect product'’. 

A Ruger #1, in .30-30 caliber made for 
Merrill Martin gave us some problems. 
When first fired, the cases gave their best 
accuracy. Why? Seems as if, on the first 
firing, the case body expanded to one 
side. The heads contacted on the rim on 
one side. On the next firing, the edge put 
pressure on one side of the case. Merrill 
turned off the high spot on the case, and 
the gun is doing better... . but not good 
as we know the word. We are still working 
on these rifles, and still wanting to reach 
a ‘‘good”’ level of accomplishment, as 
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in varmint classes were McMillan).

judged by our standards. 

We are keeping a close eye on the .357 
Maximum case, and hoping against hope 
that Remington will someday turn out a 
good lot of this brass. Then we could turn 
the bodies with a true wall thickness... . 
make up dies to form the cases to our 
dimensions. Such brass, properly 
worked, could be a blessing to us. 

As a gunmaker, one has a primary 
obligation .... he must turn out work 
that satisfies himself. You must be your 
own severest critic. If you are that, ob- 
jectively and realistically so... .and you 
are satisfied with the piece of work that 
you just finished. . . . then it will certainly 
pass the critical scrutiny of others who 
are knowledgable judges of your craft. 

There is a great temptation to cut 
chambers to fit a cartridge. But, as long 
as the criterion exists, ‘‘achamber should 
be no smaller than a certain size’, then 


that .... again ‘‘that’’ .... is the 
smallest that one should make it. Quite 
simple. 


You will note the S.A.A.M.I. spec- 
ifications are marked on each page 
“S.A.A.M.1. voluntary performance 
standards”... . note that second word. 
If you make a closer chamber, and your 
customer on the other side of the country

cannot fit acaseintoit....you are under 
(what seems to me anyway) the obliga- 
tion to pay for the shipping costs of the 
gun’s return for corrective surgery. If, on 
the other hand, with certainty you can 
write to him that the gun was made to 
S.A.A.M.I. figures, and passed your 
gauges .... it would then instead be 
logical to ask him to review his loading 
system. Turned neck cases are some- 
what out of this discussion, although 
among precision shooters today, they 
have become an accepted way of life. 
Even so, before we go making up a turned 
neck case rifle here in our shop, | try to 
assure myself that my customer knows 
both what he is getting into, and also that 
he knows what the heck he is doing in this 
particular area. The fellow building his 
first varmint rifle, a .22-250 on a Mauser 
action, and a wood stock blank, is neither 
a likely nor a proper subject for a turned 
neck chambering job! | am quite certain 
that the last 15 years in our sport have 
seen more of our group learning the use 
and reading of micrometers than the 
preceeding 15 years. 

Sure wish that | had been able to get 
500 of those delightful .310 Martini single 
shot actions in the giddy days when they 
were selling for $3.50 a piece locally. Of 
course, if | had gotten 500 | would then 
wish that | had gotten 1,000. Like the 
Ruger #1, their strong point is the very 
fine material that they are made of.

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| suggest that you turn a one inch ring, 
two, maybe two and a half inches in 
diameter, and then thread it to the size of 
the barrel thread of the rifle that you are 
working on. Then, between centers, and 
with the ring on TIGHT, take a .005 facing 
cut each time. This will ride closely in your 
steady rest, and will not chew up the 
surface. Factory barrels re-chambered 
will center on the chamber (it’s usually out 
also), but your original factory thread is, 
for the most part, off in left field. At any 
rate, you probably have only one area 
way out instead of two or three. We have 


a dozen of these rings in our shop at the 
present time. I’m on the third one made 
up for the Remington 700 these days. 

As a gunmaker, it is most frustrating 
that the factories seem to believe that a 
head size of .343 is nice, then make a rim 
diameter full size of .408. It does seem 
that if they were going to cut the diameter 
.006, they should make it .006 on both 
sizes .... but that is the way the ball 
bounces. Those people even go home 
nights and SLEEP.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

t have just been re-reading Rick 
Hornbeck’s column in the July issue of 
P.S. 

Here is a very simple gimmick — 
method — or whatever for removing 
firing pin assemblies from fully shrouded 
bolts of modern day rifles. It also works 
on headless ’03 assemblies. 

(1) Clam bolt upside down in a padded 
vise. 

(2) Bend a loop in a piece of iron or steel 
wire ala the old fashioned hairpin (you 
can actually use one of these, if you 
wish). 

(3) Clamp the looped wire in visejaw 
pliers. 

(4) Hook the loop over the firing pin, and 
draw back. 

(5) Insert a coin or washer between the 
bolt sleeve and the firing pin (ala the 
1917 Enfield takedown). 

(6) Unscrew the firing pin assembly. 

(7) Needless to say, do not remove the 
coin unless you want to check 
clearance of firing pin head with bolt 
body as shown on page No. 14 of the 
July issue. 

That is all that is needed for the 
average user to clean the firing pin as- 
sembly or inside of bolt. But if you want 
to dismantle the firing pin assembly, 
something like Seely Masker’s tool is a 
godsend, maybe even a requirement.

In addition to a fair number of bench- 
rest rifles, our shop turns out a goodly 
number of varmint and hunting rifles. 
Being in the custom rifle business, we 
naturally get our fair share of requests 
for, and inquiries concerning, wildcat 
cartridges. 

Given the present-day state of things, 
there just aren't too many glaring voids 
in the cartridge lineup where the devout 
wildcatter can usefully spend his time 
and money. By and large, the result of his 
efforts will be a cartridge the performance 
of which can be duplicated — or very 
nearly so — by one or more existing 
cartridges. 

But we are indeed fortunate there are 
still some people around who are willing 
to spend their time and money (lots of 
money, considering the present costs of

reamers, barrels, forming dies, and 
custom reloading dies) in the search for 
something better. As the old saying goes, 
‘Nothing ventured, nothing gained.” 

In benchrest circles, nothing stands as 
a better example than the PPC cartridge. 
In less than 10 years a cartridge which is 
essentially the result of the enterprise 
and experimentation of two individuals 
has come to all but dominate the sport. 
That's not to say, however, that the PPC 
in either the 22 caliber or the 6mm version 
is the answer to our prayers. That sort of 
an attitude would have us throwing rocks 
instead of bullets at benchrest matches. 

Besides the costs and the frustrations 
involved, one of the problems with 
wildcatting seems to be the propensity of 
individuals to favor their own work while 
seeing little or no value in the efforts of 
others. A recent letter to the editor in 
Precision Shooting offers an example. In 
that letter the writer comments, 
‘Published reports on the ‘Waldog’ (.125 
short version) suggest that its developers 
have re-discovered the wheel inasmuch 
as they seem to be using classic 222 Rem 
loads in a 50¢ cartridge case with at least 
$5 worth of labor expended on it! Well, it’s 
different, anyway.”’ 


The writer of the letter outlines HIS 


experiments with a shortened version of 
the 22 PPC case. Somehow he managed 
to overlook the fact that he is expending 
the same $5 worth of labor on the same 
50¢ case to come up with a ‘‘new’”’ car- 
tridge that comes bloody close to du- 
plicating classic 22212 loads — or so |’m 
told by others who have experimented 
with the 22 PPC shortened .100”. We're 
naturally inclined to look with no small 
amount of prejudice on the fruits of our 
own labor, but we have to recognize the 
efforts of others as being equally 
important. 

The reason for the Waldog (.125” short 
version) is really quite simple. The orig- 
inator of the cartridge, Dan Dowling, got 
to wondering what would happen if the 
capacity of the 22 PPC were reduced to 
that of the 222 Remington. It’s really a 
simple question, but the only way to find 
the answer was to try it. 

In a like manner, Phil Jones has been 
shooting a PPC case shortened .060”. 
My understanding is that he wanted to fit 
the capacity of the case to 4895 powder. 
While it may not be THE ANSWER, it 
seems to be working well for him. More 
importantly, if the cartridge fills the needs

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for which he designed it, it is, at worst, 
a partial success. 

The quest for something new and 
exciting — maybe even successful, if 
you're lucky — isn’t all beer and skittles. 
For one thing, a search of Ackley’s 
two-volume work on cartridges — in 
spite of the fact that it’s now becoming 
somewhat dated — will show how much 
has already been done. Chances are if a 
case has been around very long at all, it’s 
been malformed in almost every way one 
can imagine. 

There are, of course, little voids where 
the would-be wildcatter can find his place 
in the sun — areas like minor changes in 
shoulder angle from previously formed 
cases. But, in truth, there seems to be no 
definitive proof that a shoulder angle 
greater than 30° produces much of an 
improvement. Likewise, changing an 
existing 30° shoulder to, say, 35° results 
in a different cartridge but not necessarily 
a better one. 

Unfortunately, all too many wildcatters 
spend too much of their time trying to 
extract a ‘‘leetle’’ (or a lot) more velocity 
out of a case rather than just going to a 
slightly larger standard case. 

We recently had a call from a customer 
who was thinking about blowing the 
shoulder ahead slightly in the 22 PPC 
case to make it into a 3700 fps varmint 
hunting cartridge. Having shot the 22 
PPC (standard case) at that velocity in a 
1:15” twist barrel, we were able to tell him 
that he would be treading on rather thin 
ice. Those velocities are possible with the 
PPC case IF you want heavy bolt lift and 
the opportunity to FL size after EVERY 
firing. Better he should stick with the 
22-250 and invest his money in bullets 
and powder rather than reamers and 
custom dies. 

Too, many experimenters don’t un-

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derstand that a change in barrel twist can 
rather drastically transform the per- 
formance characteristics of a particular 
cartridge. The 1:15” twist Hart barrel 
which didn’t work out for us chambered 
as a 22 PPC has now been rechambered 
to 222 Remington Magnum for varmint 
shooting. The change to the slower twist 
barrel has made the 222 Magnum an easy 
3500 fps cartridge with 55 grain bullets. 
The only cost involved was the barrel 
. ...no special reamers, forming dies, or 
custom loading dies. 

While I'll stand by my statement that 
the majority of wildcats — given today’s 
factory offering — offer little in the way 
of significant improvement, it’s always 
refreshing to think there are still people 
out there trying something different... . 
looking for something better. The 
would-be wildcatters could save them- 
selves a lot of time, money, and frus- 
tration if they could plug their ‘‘What if 
.... ?” questions into a computer and 
come up with valid answers. But that 
doesn’t seem to be the case. 

Like everything else, there’s always a 
bright side. Even the experiments which 
turn out to be less than expected — if not 
total failures — provide us with some 
very valuable information. Learning what 
doesn’t work can be quite as valuable as 
learning what does.

The Micro Measure by Custom Products 


During a visit with Neil Jones at Super 
Shoot the subject of a new powder 
measure, in the advance stages of design 
and in work at Custom Products, came 
up. Neil is the gent that owns and 
_ operates Custom Products. He is an 
active bench rest competitor and his 
specialized products are seen in use at 
most matches, well accepted and are 
tops in workmanship, fit and finish. 

After using a dozen or more different 
powder measures over the years, it’s 
difficult to get worked up over this piece 
of equipment. All will get the job done and 
with the number of conversion units now 
available that offer perfect repeat setting 
capability, first established for the Lyman 
55 by the Grand Duke of bench rest, 
Homer Culver, there seems to be very 
limited advancement possible. Custom 
Products has, as a matter of fact, made 
this type of conversion for the Lyman 55 
measure for some time. Neil’s conversion 
has been nicely adapted to his new Micro 
Measure. In addition, he has designed the 
balance of the assemblies of this new 
measure to eliminate the other short-

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comings we often find in some makes of 
powder measures. 

No castings can be found. The main 
body which is made up of three parts is 
constructed of machined tool steel. The 
inside of the measure is smooth as good 
brandy and without any protrusions to 
catch or hang up light powder, very 
common when some level of static 
electricity builds up. The plastic see-thru 
drop tube, three inches long, has a fitted 
metal sleeve around the tube, 5%” O.D. 
which fits into the bottom of the measure 
body to a matching machined fit. No place 
here for powder to hang up or accu- 
mulate. 

The powder hopper is a heavy plastic 
bottle which will hold a full pound of H-322 
and other powders of like bulk. It has a 
deep, positive thread and a plastic 
screw-on cap is supplied for use when the 
bottle is not installed on the measure. The 
hopper threads into an aluminum adaptor 
which in turn is held to the measure body 
with a thumb set screw. The design and 
fit assures a positive seating and the 
assembly drops into place without

alignment problems. The adaptor is also 
a powder baffle to prevent changing 
hopper levels from effecting powder 
weight on top of the drum. The baffle is 
completely effective; During tests with 
the hopper full and down to the top of the 
aluminum adaptor there were no changes 
in the amount of powder thrown or de- 
gree of accuracy. 

The measure has a clamp for mounting 
on a benchedge up to two inches thick 
mounted on the rear of the body with two 
allen headed counter sunk screws. The 
operating handle is made of % inch steel 
and has a one inch plastic ball. The unit 
is quite heavy for it’s size because of the 
use of tool steel. 


The Micro Measure. 
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The finish of all parts are top shelf. 
When first set up and operated you are 
aware of mighty fine workmanship and fit. 
The drum assembly operates smooth as 
silk, the slickest measure | have ever 
experienced. The big test is how well and 
how consistent it throws powder. There 
were some surprises along the way. 

Commonly used ball, spherical and 
small grain extruded powder threw well 
within the common criterion of plus or 
minus one tenth just fine and half that 
tolerance was a snap to maintain. The 
heavy steel measure body, quality fit of 
the drum assembly and it’s smooth 
operation seems to dampen out all 
vibrations that can cut into consistent 
results in some measures. 

Just about every measure that has 
been on the loading bench is able to do 
a good job with the above type powders, 
but when we get into powders like IMR 
4198 (about .085” long, .025” diameter) 
or larger | never have been able to hold 
the one tenth criterion. Not even with my 
old Lyman 55 and it’s Culver insert which 
has been pumping powder out for well 
over thirty years, have | developed the 
ability to consistently hold the tenth. But, 
by golly, | sure can with the Micro 
Measure. The reason | managed is the 
result of the design of the inside of the 
measure. It appears that Mr. Jones has 
given this some thought. The surface 
angles within the measure and the angle 
the drum cavity prevents powder cutting 
during operation even with large grain 
tubular powders. With 4198 experienced 
no powder cutting whatsoever and could 
consistently hold one tenth tolerances. 
With larger grain powder (3031, .085” 
long .035” diameter) | haven't held the 
tenth, but error has been cut down 
considerably.

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sembly that will handle pistol loads up to 
medium rifle loads with finer calibrations. 

The fit between the measure body and 
drum is very close, hence the smooth 
operation and minimum vibration during 
operation. Some lots of powder have 
excessive coating which tends to accu- 
mulate on the drum and cause some 
slight binding. To remove the drum and 
clean the drum and inside body, the 
handle must be removed. The allen cap 
screw in the center of the handle is 
removed (careful, don’t lose the lock 
washer). The handle is placed in the full 
down position and pulled outward. The 
drum can then be removed for cleaning. 
When replacing the handle, the handle 
should be aligned in the full down position 
and the handle stud carefully aligned with 
the matching hose in the drum. The 
handle is pressed on and the cap screw 
tightened fully, then backed off about one 
quarter turn. Check for smooth opera- 
tion. Further adjustment of the cap screw 


may be required for smoothest operation.

Mr. Cundiff turned it to a 
hunter taper, cut three inches off the 
breech end, one inch off the muzzle, and 


rechambered it. Dick shot it for two 


seasons, about 1,500 rounds. Set a 100 
yard and 200 yard record with it in 1980, 
as a matter of fact, the very 200 yard 
record that Larry Easton broke at this 
match. Shortly afterwards, he traded the 
barrel to Larry Easton, who at the time of 
this match, had about 1,000 rounds 
through it. The point of the story is that 
the barrel today has almost 8,000 rounds 
through it, and still groups in the .3’s. 
Must have been a real good day in the 
Hart shop, the day that one went out! 
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
